After some dispute as to whether or not there would be a Bear Baseball team 
in 1934, all the difficulties were finally ironed out, and under the coaching of Mr. 


Minton regular practice started March 17. 


Although the A. T. C. aggregation appeared weak at first in the pitching staff, 
the hurlers did some very good work, especially Carter, Hogue, and Edwards. The 
Bears had a fast infield, good catching, and a fair outfield. The candidates for 
positions were: Brotherton, first base; Collums and Jones, second base; Batson 
and Jacobie, shortstop; Wood and Bell, third base; Hatchett and Melton, catcher; 


and Burnett, Hart, Elliott, and Milam, outfield. 


Out of ten games the team won four. Monticello won two games from the 
Bears with the scores 5-2 and 8-2. In the first Monticello game the Teachers team 
used three pitchers. In the second game Carter pitched a good game, but he was 


continually in a hole because of the errors of his team mates. 


The Teachers team as a rule played better ball in the last inning. In a game 
with Ouachita, the Bear nine won 3 to 2, pushing over the winning run in the 
eighth inning. The Teachers counted once in the first inning, again in the seventh 
and scored another in the eighth. Vinton Edwards pitched a strong game for the 
Bruins, giving up only seven hits, and holding the Tigers scoreless for seven frames. 
Some fine fielding on the part of Collums and Hogue helped him materially in two 


innings. 


The Teachers team finished in a tie with Tech for fourth place. The first three 
places were held by Monticello, with seven wins and two losses; Ouachita, with six 
wins and four losses; and Henderson, with five wins and four losses. The baseball 
season was good considering the handicaps. The regular athletic field was in 
process of reconstruction. The team had to use an improvised field across the street 
from Doyne Hall. The place was rough and much of the time was too wet for 


practice. In view of these handicaps the season was really not so bad.
